WISH in 


IN FRONT OF A LOCOMOTIVE. 


An Elp*M«a«« Th»t Ilut* Footbtll For 


Making a M»n Honfry. 


The young engineer who has just 


been graduated from college is lite- 
ly to remember the incidents of his 
first ride on a real steam engine 
longer than some of the lessons be 
took four years to learn at the uni- 
versity. 


"I went up to New York the other 


day on my first engine test," said a 
yonng M. R of Philadelphia, who 
is in the employ of a locomotive 
works. "It was a novel and inter- 
psting experience and one I very 
much enjoyed. But, then, a fellow 
could enjoy almost any old thing 
after working four months in the 
grime and dirt and grease of the 
shop at the munificent rate of 8 
cents an hour. 


"The engine we tested was made 


for the Jersey Central railroad to 
haul the Roynl Blue e.Tpress from 
New York to Washington. The en- 
gineer of tests and I rode from Phil- 
adelphia in an engine cab to Jersey 
City, where tho engine we were to 
test was waiting for us in the round- 
house. It was a beauty—a great, 
shining iron boast with drivers 84 
inches high. It had been brought to 
the roundhouse the day before, and 
the mechanics had trued up or lined 
up its crosshead guides. We placed 
the indicators in the cylinder, coaled 
our engine, filled the water tank, 
backed into the station, hitched to 
our train and were all ready to 
start when the time came. 


"The engineer of tests and I took 


our places on the front of the engine 
on the right hand side. He read the 
draft gauge and speed, and I sat on 
top of the cylinder, taking indicator 
cards. You haven't any idea of tho 
breeze created by a train running at 
the rate of more than a mile a min- 
ute until you get out on the front 
end of an engine. The engine cab 
is a calm and sequestered retreat in 
comparison. It seemed to me that 
we were tearing the very heart out 
of the wind. Tho engine under me 
t.uorted and panted and quivered 
like a wild animal in a rage as it 
sprang forward wildly into space, 
shrieking shrilly half the time. The 
wind smote my cheeks like the blow 
of a sharp blade. My eyes smarted 
with smoke and the tears that the 
wind dried. But for all that it was 
glorious—tho very apotheosis of 
motion. The landscape rushed past 
me like a frightened thing. Farms, 
towns, nvers, tho earth, the sky, 
all was an indescribable blur. At 
times I wondered if the iron mon- 
ster wasn't running away. And 
then I thought of the darky who 
said he'd rather be in a railway dis- 
aster than A steamboat smash np, 
for in the former case, 'Dar you is!' 
but in the latter, 'What is you?' 


"When wo rcnched Elizabeth, we 


discovered that one of our crosshead 
guides was getting hot. It had prob- 
ably been lined up wrong. We 
stopped, oiled it up well and started 
again, but it troubled us so that we 
had to slow down considerably, and 
by the time wo reached Bella Meade 
it wns almost hot. That ended our 
test for that day. We took off our 
engine and let the train proceed 
with A switch engine we picked tip 
at Belle Moade, while we barked 
into Jersey City. It was 7 o'clock 
at night by the time we had all our 
traps off the engine and were ready 
to start for home. We hadn't eaten 
a bite since morning. Well, I used 
to think after n football game thnt 
I knew what it was to be hungry 
nnd stiff, but my ride on that engine 
cylinder convinced me that I bad 
previously bad only ihe faintest 
conception of what hunger and 


mean,"—New York Son.

"GRANTS "HAMMERING." 


The Soldform ma Anxloiui a* the Gevcml to 


Flrht to a Flnuh. 


General Horace Porter, in "Cam- 


paigning With Grant," in The Cen- 
tury, dealing with tho battle of Cold 
Harbor, says: 


There were critics who were 


severe in their condemnation of 
what Grant called "hammering" 
and Sherman called "pounding," 
but they were found principally 
among the stay at homes and espe- 
cially the men who sympathized 
with the enemy. A soldier said one 
night when reading by a campfire 
an account of a call issued by a dis- 
loyal newspaper at home for a pub- 
lic meeting to protest against tho 
continued bloodshed in this cam- 
paign: "Who's shedding this blood 
anyhow} They better wait till we 
fellows down here nt the front hol- 
ler, 'Enough!' " The soldiers w^re 
as anxious as their commander to 
fight the war to a finish and be al- 
lowed to return to their families and 
their business. 


Grant could have effectually stop- 


ped the carnage »t nny time by with- 
holding from battle, Hfe could havo 
avoided all bloodshed by remaining 
north of the Rapidan, intrenching 
and not moving against his enemy, 
but he was not placed in command 
of the armies for that purpose. It 
had been demonstrated by more 
than three years of campaigning 
that peace could be secured only by 
whipping and destroying the enemy. 
No one was more desirous of peace, 
no one was possessed of a heart 
more sensitive to every form of hu- 
man suffering, than the commander, 
but he realized that paper bullets 
aro not effective in warfare, he 
knew better than to attempt to hew 
rocks with a razor, and he felt that 
in campaigning the hardest blows 
bring tho quickest relief. 


Be was aware that in Wellington's 


armies the annual loss from disease 
was 113 out of 1.000, incur Mexican 
war 152 and in the Crimea 600, 
and that in the campaigns thus far 
in our own war more men had diecl 
from sickness while lying in camp 
than from shot and shell in battle. 
He could not select his ground for 
fighting in this continuous siego ol 
fortified lines, for, though be anc 
his chief officers applied all their ex 
perienceand skill in endeavors to 
maneuver the enemy out of strong 
positions before attacking him, his 
foe v.-us often too able and wily to 
fall into the traps set for him and 
had to be struck in positions which 
were far from Grant's choosing 
When Lee stopped fighting, the 
cause of secession was lost. If Gran 
bad stopped fighting, the cause of 
the Union would have been lost He 
was assigned one of the most appall 
ing tasks ever intrusted to a coin 
mnnder. He- did his duty fearlejs- 
ly to tho bilter end nud triumphed 
In 13 months after Lincoln hnndw 
him his commission of licutenan 
general and intrusted to him tlm 
command of the armies the war 
was virtually ended.
